BEAT 
HIM 
TO 
DEATH. 


He Had Mo st Fiendishly Assaulted 
and Beaten a A o iin^» * (Uninan 
Alarried Wo man. 


C hicago . HI., Aug. 20.— Cook 
county Iiad its first lynching yes 
terday, when the farmers of Ley­ 
den township killed an unknown 
man, who had assaulted Mrs. Pau­ 
line Fenske, the young wife of a 
German farm hand living two miles 
north of AJannheim. 
Guns, pitchforks and stones were 
used by the enraged farmers, who 
surrounded the fugitive in a corn 
field two miles north of Franklin 
park. 
They riddled his body with bul­ 
lets and pitchforks and bruised it 
terribly with stones. 
• / 
Mrs. Fenske was so badly beaten 
by the assailant that she may not 
recover. 
She was able to crawl a 
quarter of a mile and give the 
alarm at a neighbor’s house, when 
she fell unconscious. 
No one has recognized the body 
of the man, which was taken to 
Franklin park in the afternoon. 
H e was a stranger and probably 
demented. 
Some papers in his 
pocket showed he had been an in­ 
mate of an insane asylum. 
The farmers in the mob assert 
th at 
they 
killed 
the 
man 
in 
•self defense, and that he was a rob­ 
ber. 
He was armed with two re- 
v^olvers and fired at his pursuers 
w hen brought to bay. 
Shortly after noon an unknown 
man appeared at the back door of 
the little two-room farm dwelling 
of Carl Fenske, and soon attracted 
the other children and won their 
confidence by his display of jewelry 
and his jovial manner. Fenske was 
thrashing wheat 40G yards away. 
Mrs. Fenske heard the laughing pf 
the children and came to the door. 
The stranger asked for work. 
“ I have no w ork ,” she replied. 
“ W e are poor people.” 
The stranger, without the least 
provocation, rushed into the house 
and struck the woman over the 
head with the butt of a revolver. 
jSIrs. Fenske screamed, but a rough 
hand grasped her throat, and blows 
rained upon her face and neck. The 
first struggle finished, Mrs. Fenske 
lay prostrate on the floor, 
blood 
streaming from 
her 
head 
and 
mouth. 
I 
Mrs. Fenske was dragged into 
her bedroom and kicked in the side 
and breast. 
Her clothes were torn 
and her hair was tied to the bed­ 
post. 
Blow succeeded blow on 
every part of the body, and to com­ 


ber way 4(X) yards due northward 
toward the dwelling where her hus­ 
band was engaged in a liarvesting 
“ bee.” 
Her cries at length at­ 
tracted the attention of the harvest­ 
ers, and a posse was formed for tlie 
capture of her assailant. 
Meanwhile little (iustave Fenske, 
aged 4 years, had walked tliree- 
quartersof a mile in search of help. 
The men armed tliemselves with 
pitchforks, revolvers, shotguns and 
hayknives and marched 30 strong 
over the pike toward the Fenske 
dwelling, and soon 
learned that 
the unknown man had cut through 
the cornfields, 
toward the W is­ 
consin 
Central 
railroad 
tracks. 
Crossing the tracks they scattered 
and closed around 
a 
cornfield, 
where they saw a young man 
clinging to a telegraph pole. 
In 
his right hand he held a revolver, 
with his left he pointed downward 
toward the middle of the cornfield, 
as much as to sav : 
“ There he is.” 
mf 
Instantly the farmers surrounded 
the designated spot. W hen sighted 
the hunted man raised a revolver 
and fired seven times at his pur­ 
suers. 
W ith two revolvers he took 
Iiis stand near a fence and kept up 
a constant fire on 
tlie a\enging 
farmers, who returned the fusillade 
for over an hour without efTect. 
Little by little the desperado was 
driven toward the southwest corner 
of the cornfield. 
When all but a 
tew cartridges had been s|>ent the 
desperado attempted to scale the 
fence. 
Before he had gone twenty 
feet he was pounced upon and 
beaten into insensibilitv. 
The infuriated farmers transfix ed 
his body with their pitchforks, and 
kicked the desperado until his head 
was a pulpy mass. 
Again 
and 
again 
tlie 
pitchfork 
tines were 
thrust into the prostrate body, and 
when the man was dead each mem­ 
ber of the posse kicked at the bleed­ 
ing body. 
Finally, wlien several 
bullets liad been buried into the 
head, the corpse was abandoned. 
Later one of the farmers convev- 
ed the body in a wagon to F rank­ 
lin Park police station, where an 
inquest will be held today.
